HAPPY NEW YEAR 


A new year is upon us, filled with upcoming events. Don’t forget the New England 
Convention in April, it will be the 50“ anniversary and the committee is working hard 
to put on a spectacular event. If you haven’t signed up yet, please do so because every- 
one counts and it is important for the committee to “get an idea” of how the registration 
numbers are tracking. 

I am currently reading a fascinating book, Rumors Of Another World by Philip Yancey 
and he mentions about the types of sicknesses we are experiencing in the world today. 
Yancey says that in India, the top ten health concerns would consist of infectious diseases: 
malaria, polio, dysentery, tuberculosis, typhoid fever, even leprosy. Here in the United 
States, after having conquered most of those infectious diseases, we have substituted new 
health problems for old, the majority of them stemming from lifestyle choices. Now, we 
have to deal with obesity from over eating, alcoholism from over drinking, hypertension 
and heart disease related from stress, Aids contracted through drug use, lung cancer as- 
sociated with cigarette smoking. All of these health issues are the result of poor choices. 

It made me think of how our activity is now (and has been) suffering from other types 
of problems. While back in the fifties and sixties we had problems such as turning people 
away from a dance because there were too many dancers, now we have problems of not 
being able to get anyone into the activity. As has been discussed over and over, some of the 
reasons our problems exist are because of our own choices. We cannot blame society on all 
square dance woes. 

It is interesting to hear and read many ideas and opinions. Many believe complex 
choreography has ruined our activity, some believe the higher levels have. I can see where 
in some cases, this theory has played a part, to a degree. On the flip side, I can see where 
keeping a dancer/club at a relaxed Mainstream or even Basic Program has not helped 
either. Many dancers do and want something more challenging, be it Plus or Advanced or 
beyond. There is nothing wrong with that. Dancers leave the lower programs for more be- 
cause they want to. The more complex choreography should not be looked at as “The Evil 
Empire.” You cannot keep square dancers in a box. 

We cannot dictate what a dancer will dance or even where they can dance. But, our 
skins aren’t as thick as they use to be. We live in a world of “Entitlement.” Everyone has 
their rights and they are “entitled” to certain things. I hear of callers/dancers/clubs/organi- 
zations/resorts etc. getting upset at others because an event is planned on the same eve- 
ning or weekend as someone else’s event if the two venues are 200 hundred miles away. 
“How dare you compete with me!” 

As we begin a new year, let’s try to stop pointing fingers at each other for the un- 
healthy condition of our activity. There is a place for all levels, no matter what it is. Can’t 
we all just get along? To take the idea from Martin Luther King, I look forward someday 
when blame will not be directed at anyone because dancers will be able to dance what they 
want and where they want based on their content of their ability and choice and not by the 
color in which they choose the level of their dance program.

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Communication is an art — and it’s both important and hard to do. I’ve had lots of expe- 
rience with the problems that can grow out of poor communication. I’ve see square dance 
clubs dissolve because of it and longtime friendships disintegrate because of it. Corpora- 
tions fail as a result of misunderstandings and marriages come apart when those involved 
can’t communicate with each other. 

I have served as the Ethics Chairman for CALLERLAB several times over the three 
decades that organization has existed. I’ve negotiated relative peace between many par- 
ties that were very unhappy with each other. In the course of those negotiations I have 
learned that most of the problems resulted from poor communication. When I was able to 
make the parties understand each other — and often apologize for failing to communicate 
soon enough or at all — most of the problems were resolved. It was clear to me that many of 
these could have been avoided completely if someone had picked up the phone and called 
the other. 

Sometimes the communication failed because it was entrusted to a third party. Occa- 
sionally the third party failed to pass on the message at all. But more often the message 
was passed on but either not completely or not correctly. Occasionally, the message was 
received but misunderstood. When dealing with a sensitive or troublesome issue it is easy 
to hear something wrong. If we’re angry or hurt we are likely to understand a third-party 
message in a way that adds to our anger or pain. 

My experience suggests some important communication rules. The first is to be sure 
that the message is sent directly between the people involved. Another important one is 
to avoid putting off necessary communication. If you have to say something it is almost 
certainly going to be easier and more effective to do it sooner rather than later. The last 
thought I have is to try to think about what you are going to say (or write, particularly 
with E-mail) before you actually say it (or push “Send”). If possible you might try out your 
words in advance with some other person that you trust to see if they are understood the 
way you intend.

Hds (Sds) 
Square Thru, Split the Couple Around One to a Line, Box the Gnat, R & L Thru, Rollaway, 
Turn Thru, Left Allemande, Walk By One, Swing Corner, Promenade. Fireball is a mix of 
a fiddle, bass, drums, banjo and guitar. An extended track Recorded in one key.

End- 
ing is point and freeze.

Phase 4 - Foxtrot - Getting to Know You Ross Mitchell, DLD 1023, Bam Boom trk 6 or 
DLD 1072, Gold Standard 2, trk 20 of STAR CD 213 - Mark & Pam Prow. Nice basic fox- 
trot. Figures included are reverse wave, hovers, promenade weave, telemark, diamond 
turn. Ending is prom sway change of sway. 

Many Kisses 

Phase 3 - Box Rumba - Besame Mucho (Chris Isaac) trk 9 from Mona Lisa Smile Sound- 
track Album - Richard Lamberty & Sandy Teague. Dance starts in tandem, woman turns 
to face after caress to a box. Basketball turn with a twirl to a tamara wrap with a kiss, 
cucaracha’s. Dance also has leg crawl. Interesting rountine. 
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Virginia Reel 

A few months ago I wrote about celebrations and stated that there is no specific dance 
which we could call “The American Dance.’ I may have spoken too quickly. 

If anyone has attended a ‘one night stand’ or party dance, most likely they have done the 
Virginia Reel. Any caller who calls for church groups, father-daughter dances, etc., uses the 
Virginia Reel. I know that I cannot call a one-nighter without calling Virginia Reel. 

I have been told that there are about 64 recognized variations of the dance, but for now, 
let’s start off with what is considered to be the standard. The dancers form on in lines of 
five or six couples, the men are to the caller’s right and the ladies to the caller’s left. If the 
dancers range in age from 6 to 106, or there are more of one sex than the other, do not 
worry about which line they get in — there are no sex specific calls in the dance. Please try 
to give the dancers the first beat of the phrase at least on the opening figure. 


Lines forward and back: go forward 3 steps and touch on 4 (or clap hands with partner. 
In 8 steps, turn partner right elbow and back to place 
In 8, turn partner left elbow and back to place 
In 8, turn partner two hands and back to place 
In 8, dosado partner 


The top couple sashays down the set (8) and back (8): the term sashay comes from the 
French ‘chasse’ — I find that if I call it ‘skip/slide’ dancers get the idea of the motion 

The top couple turns partner right elbow 1&1/2 to go to the next dancer in the opposite 
line to turn by the left elbow. 

The same top couple comes back to the center to turn right then out to the 2™¢ couple in 
the opposite line to turn left — and so on until the top couple has reeled all the way down 
the set. 

Once at the bottom, that couple sashays back up the set to the top, separates and goes 
down the outside with everyone in his/her line following in order. 

The top couple gets to the bottom of the set and forms an arch, all the other dancer 
duck under the arch and come all the way up the hall. The original second couple is now 
the new top couple. 

Continue the dance until everyone has had a chance to reel the set. 

For music, use a good 2/4 reel (strong boom-chick sound) so the dancers with feel the 
lift of the music. I encourage dancers to skip through the whole dance if they can. My fa- 
vorite music is “Golden Reel,” a five minute hoedown on the old Sets in Order label. It was 
made from a Windsor recording. Ask around and you may find copies. Other good tunes 
are Durang’s Hornpipe, Turkey in the Straw, and Haste to the Wedding. Just be sure that 
the music is lively and you like it. 

As mentioned, there are variations; for example, when I work with a lot of really young 
children (7 and under), the reel takes a lot of time to teach, and few of the dancers com- 
plete it successfully. So I call Virginia no-Reel. The dance is the same, but I leave out the 
elbow reel.

For some other groups, the elbow reel is the reason for doing Virginia Reel, so I leave 
out the elbow turns and two hand turn, and get to the heart of it. 


Lines forward and back 
Partner dosado 
First couple sashay down and back 
First couple reel the set, sashay back 
Separate down the outside 
Arch and all come under 


There are other variations: in a four couple set, top lady and bottom gent are 1’s, and 
top gent and bottom lady are 2’s. The arm turns, two-hand swing, and dosado are done on 
the diagonal with 1’s then 2’s completing the action. From then on, the dance is like the 
other version: lines forward and back, top couple sashay, etc. 

The great Ted Sanella wrote a version to be danced in square formation. 


First couple go down center and swing opposite, end by backing into side lines (ones are 
now at the bottom of the set) (16) 

Lines forward and back (8) 

Ones turn partner right, next on side (the one they swung) turn left (8) 

Ones turn partner right 1 1⁄2 

Turn next left, turn partner right 1 1⁄2 

All allemande left corner 

Swing partner at home. 


Just to wrap up this column, The Virginia Reel has inspired people in other folk arts to 
create something new. There are at least five quilt patches called Virginia Reel. And folk 
singer Guy Clark has written a song called “Virginia’s Reel.” 

Gents to the middle, let the young girl fiddle, 
And you ain't got nothin’ to lose 

Allemande right, she could play all night 

She could fiddle off the bottom of your shoes.

4 cloves garlic, minced 

5 C diced onions

6 to 8 large Yukon Gold potatoes, diced

1/8 tsp nutmeg 

2 tsp Worcestershire sauce

I have been asked to be part of a session at the CALLERLAB Convention that will take 
place in Los Angeles in mid-March.. My session is called Winning Ways and it is sup- 
posed to present and discuss ways in which square dance groups can succeed. As I have 
said many times, I believe all forms of square dancing from the one night party, through 
traditional and modern all the way to challenge are part of a single activity. It comes in so 
many forms that it can be adapted to be a wonderful recreation for many different kinds 
of people in many different settings. The session we are doing, however, is aimed at pro- 
moting a modern, club-based type of square dancing of the sort that most readers of this 
magazine know well. 

I think most of you also know that I don’t see a rosy future for that kind of square 
dancing. This is largely because most of those who have known it and loved it are not at 
all interested in participating in a modified form of it. Most of today’s dancers learned in 
a full-year course of lessons and then spent at least another year before they were really 
confident that they could dance successfully most of the time. They are members of a club 
— or at least have been club members for at least a couple of years sometime in the past. 
Very few have been dancing less than ten years and they expect to dance the CALLER- 
LAB Plus program when they dance. 

We have all heard that today folks aren’t willing to put in that long a study program 
for their recreation. They want to take part successfully much more quickly than we of- 
fer. Many of you think that if we did a better job of promotion we could find some folks 
that would like what we are offering. I think that’s a pipe dream. Even when we get some 
people to try what we're offering they don’t stay with it long unless they are desperate for 
human contact in any form. 

There is an exception to this — at least one that I know of and there may be others. The 
Sage Swingers in Brunswick, ME have taken their club program to a place where many of 
us were a couple of decades ago. They welcome new dancers, make their class easy to get 
into and fun for as many weeks as it takes to prepare them for comfortable membership 
in the club. They have been growing steadily for the past five or six years and they are 
finding new leadership among the new dancers who have joined the club. They are demon- 
strating, I believe, that the pleasure of social interaction and joy of dancing is still a solid 
basis for a square dance club. 

Most of the clubs I know are not willing to stretch their classes or change their dance 
program to make it easier for new dancers. And if the club was willing to change they do 
not have leaders willing to do the work that such a program requires. Most of the dozens 
of clubs that have gone away in the past couple of decades did so for lack of leadership. 

I would love to be able to talk about more than just one group in my presentation. Does 
anyone know of one? 


There may be luck in getting a good job, but there’s no luck in keeping it.

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Demonstrating Calls in Class 


At last year’s National Convention in Charlotte I was on 3 New Dancer Retention 
panels, and was amazed that surveys of those in attendance showed that only about 15% 
of class callers walk a call before showing it to their students. The reason I am amazed is 
that it has long been recognized that 60% of people learn best visually and only 33% learn 
best via listening (auditory). The remaining 7% learn best by either doing the action or by 
reading. These percentages apply to the learning of anything have been known to educa- 
tors, teachers and psychologists for decades. 

So if the survey of the 165 people at these 3 panels in Charlotte is correct, “The vast 
majority of callers are ignoring the predominant learning style of the majority 
of people they are trying to teach.” This is incredible! 

Most callers tell the dancers the name of the call they are going to learn, then walk 
them through it by giving directional commands. This covers the auditory learners. Now 
the call is danced, which takes care of the kinesthetic people. Since most learners are 
given a pamphlet with the written definitions, this covers the readers. What about the 
60% who learn best visually? They are ignored and are expected to try and learn the calls 
via a learning method which is more difficult for them. It is true that they may eventually 
succeed, but it probably takes them longer to fully grasp the calls, and thus their learning 
experience is not as enjoyable as it could be. 

For years the complaint has been that beginner classes take too long, and the blame 
has been placed on the number of calls that must be taught. Could it be that classes take 
a long time because the majority of people are being taught in a learning style that is not 
the best for them? If everyone were taught in the learning style best for them, is it likely 
that everyone would grasp the calls faster, and thus the number of lessons could be re- 
duced? Quite possibly. 

The solution. Before a call is taught, have a square of angels walk it. This gives the 
visual people, who make up the majority of any learning group, an overall concept of what 
the call does. If you don’t have angels, use checkers on top of a table. Now go ahead and 
put the people in a square, give verbal directions and then dance it. When practice of the 
call is finished, have the angels walk the call again. This will reinforce the visual learners 
and will also likely be of help to some of the other learners. 

Remember: A picture is worth a thousand words. Be sure and DEMONSTRATE every 
call before you teach it and then again after it has been practiced. Obviously you do not 
have to do this with the very beginning calls such as Circle Left and Right & Left Grand. 
But Left Allemande would be good to demonstrate, since this gives some people problems. 

If you are a club officer and your class teacher is not demonstrating calls before teach- 
ing them, consider asking the teacher to do so or at least show them this article. 

The bottom line is that a group will learn faster and better if calls are demonstrated 
before they are taught.

Scones and Tea 


Scones and Tea brings up images of settling around an antique table in a slightly over- 
crowded room with a fire taking the edge off the crisp Fall air. They also suggest tradition 
and a touch of formality. 

I think all those images fit Ken Kernen’s dance “Scones and Tea.” Ken adds to the 
feeling by recommending the tune “March of St. Timothy,” which is perhaps better known 
as “Lighted Sconce.” The tune was written by Judy Morningstar to fit a dance written by 
Glen Morningstar, and features hammered dulcimer and other string instruments that 
have a crisp sound. The instrumentation changes each time through, with the next to last 
chorus sounding like something Mozart would be proud of. 

Ken uses that music to emphasize the phrasing of his dance, and to encourage dancers 
to dance tall and under control. From that point of view, this dance is one of the best that 
a caller could use in class to teach timing and styling, while giving the dancers the maxi- 
mum of pleasure. 

The formation is a Sicilian Circle, that is, couple facing couple in a circle, with one 
couple facing counterclockwise ( Line of Dance, LOD) and the other couple facing clockwise 
(Reverse Line of Dance, RLOD). The two couples dance an easy but ingenious pattern be- 
fore passing thru in their facing direction to a new couple. 

Here is the dance: 


Intro: - - - -, Right hand star 

1-8: ----, Back with a left hand star 

9-16: ----, 2 ladies DSD 

17-24: - - - -, 2 gents DSD 

25-32: - - - -, 2 couples DSD 

33-40: - - - -, same 4 circle left 

41-48: - - - -, partner swing 

40-56: - - - -, pass thru to new couple and bow 
57-64: - - - -, right hand star 


“Scones and Tea” is easy enough to be good for a one night party dance, or the first 
night of a square dance class, or anytime a little variety is called for. There are only a cou- 
ple of styling notes, otherwise the dance explains itself. As the dancers are finishing the 
left hand star, the ladies should begin to turn towards each other to do a standard right 
shoulder DSD. Men, hold your place, so that the facing couple formation is preserved. 

Men, your DSD with the other man is diagonally to the right: dance tall and elegantly. 
The body motion of the men’s DSD flows directly into the couples DSD. Couples hold inside 
hands, about waist high, and work together so the DSD looks and feels comfortable. 

Again, body flow of the couples DSD is right into the circle left. The dancers do not even 
need to quite finish the DSD before joining hands to circle left. As a matter of fact, antici- 
pating the circle will help the dancers circle all the way around in only eight counts. Also, 
at the end of the circle left, the men should anticipate the swing by slightly changing body 
position to face his partner: her natural movement of the circle will lead her right into his 
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arms — a very rewarding feeling at the heart of the figure. 

Remember, that whenever you swing, the lady ends up on the man’s right. An easy 
way to remember this, is to have the men take charge. He must be aware of what direction 
the couple is to move after the swing. The two joined hands are pointers: they point in the 
direction of the direction dancers should face at the end of the swing. Simply let go of those 
joined hands, and the lady will automatically roll out against the arm that is on her back. 
Now the lady is on the right and the couple is facing the correct way. In this case, the fac- 
ing direction after the swing is the original direction, or looking at the couple you have 
been dancing with. 

It is not in the instructions of the dance, but say, “Thank you,” as you pass through with 
that couple. Then you acknowledge the new couple with a bow. Do not rush the pass thru or 
the bow, because you want to start the right hand star exactly on the first beat of the phrase 
of the music. Also, on the last sequence, the bow will be on the last notes of the music. What 
better way to end a dance than to bow to other dancers right on the final note.

Sometime in the early 1980’s Clark Baker introduced me to a method of evaluating 
dances that I called. It was a “Frequency Count.” The idea was to count every use of a call 
throughout an entire evening’s dance. It sounds like a lot of work and I wouldn’t have con- 
sidered doing it except that Clark had taped a dance I called and then sent me the count 
for that dance. I was shocked. It turned out that one call, Right & Left Thru, represented 
nearly ten percent of that dance. 

The result shouldn’t have been that big a surprise. JoAnn had been telling me for some 
time that I used the call too much. The Frequency Count confirmed it and I set about try- 
ing to reduce the number of times I used that call. It turned out to be extraordinarily dif- 
ficult. The habit was deeply ingrained and I never did get the use of that call below about 
six percent. 

Later in the decade Clark, Bill Davis and I persuaded CALLERLAB that the Fre- 
quency Count method provided useful information. Red Bates chaired a committee that 
did that kind of count for nearly thirty dances from as many callers and from all over the 
country. The result showed that about eighty percent of nearly all dances used only about 
thirty calls. Most of the seventy calls on the Mainstream List were not being used more 
than once or twice in a dance and many were never used at all in most dances. 

No one wanted to believe this result. We all pride ourselves on the variety and inter- 
esting choreography in the dances we call. But it turns out we could increase the vari- 
ety simply by using all the calls available to us on the list. With the help of the National 
Executive Committee CALLERLAB also did a Frequency Count of the Mainstream and 
Plus dance halls at the 1993 National Square Dance Convention. We thought perhaps the 
Convention calling would use a different set of calls than those used at the club dances we 
had counted before. We were wrong. The results at the Convention were nearly the same 
as those at the dances. 

As a matter of curiosity I have just finished doing a Frequency Count of two dances 
called before CALLERLAB existed; one in 1968 and the other in 1970. To my considerable 
surprise both of these dances used nearly the same set of thirty calls to make up eighty 
percent of the whole dance. One of them also used eight calls that were, even then, ex- 
perimental. The other used no calls that were not standard for that time and used only a 
couple of calls that are not on today’s Mainstream list of calls. 

I’m not sure what conclusions to draw from all this research. One possibility is that our 
square dancing hasn’t changed as much as I thought it had. Perhaps only the people have 
changed. I’m a good bit older now than I was then.

With the month of March, we certainly have to feature a dance recognizing a delightful town in 
the Emerald Isle. Following is a dance written by the late Don Armstrong entitled - - - 
BACK TO DONEGAL 
Formation: Square 
Music: Back to Donegal 
Routine: 
Opener, Middle Break and Closer: 
Head two couples go forward and back, the sides the same old thing 
The heads pass thru and separate, go round the outside ring 
The side two couples go forward and back, the heads the same old thing 
The sides pass thru and separate, go round the outside ring. 
One and three a right and left thru and two and four the same 
One and three a right and left home and two and four the same 
Then promenade around the ring, yes — promenade ‘em all. 
Swinging down the lane you go, back to Donegal. 
Figure: 
Number one swing and number three split — to the left and right in lines 
One sashay down the hall, right elbow reel and you reel ‘em all 
Your partner now with a right hand round, the first in line with a left 
Your partner then with a right hand round, the middle one with a left 
Your partner then with a right hand round, the last one by the left 
Your partner next, a right hand round, then sashay down the set 
All the way down then back you go, forward six and four fall back 
And swing your lassies one and all, back to Donegal. 


And an appropriate closer for my last column, here is yet another quick-teach routine called - - - 


GOOD NIGHT LADIES 
Formation: This may be done as a threesome or as couples. 
Music: Good Night Ladies - Folk Dancer MH1106 or FDCD 011 
Couple formation: Partners face each other in double circle, boys have backs to center of ring. 
Routine: 


SONG: ACTION: 

Good night, ladies! Boy shakes hand with girl he is facing. 
Good night, ladies! Boy goes forward to next girl, shakes hands. 

Good night, ladies! Boy shakes hands with the next girl. 


Were going to leave you now. Boy promenades the next (4) girl, as all sing: 
Merrily, we roll along, roll along, roll along. 
Merrily we roll along, oer the deep blue sea.

Jimmy Crack Corn... 


...but I do care. There are so many questions raised by the text of “The Blue Tail’d Fly/ 
Jimmy Crack Corn” that I don’t think we will ever come to a clear, definitive meaning. 

This digression into the song lyrics is attributable to having an old square dance re- 
cord of “Blue Tail Fly” by Melton Luttrell on my desktop. I was attracted to the song for a 
couple of reasons: 1) I don’t want to lose some of those great American ‘folk songs’ and 2) 
the figure on the record is fascinating. 

Let’s start with the figure. I think this figure was one of those traditional visiting cou- 
ple figures that indicated the transition to Modern Western Square Dance. Most probably 
Melton wrote this figure with ‘Blue Tail Fly’ in mind. 

The opener, break and closer are done at a slow tempo, as if this were an old fashioned 
quadrille or lancer. 


Opener: slow 
Honor your partner—and your corner too 
Sashay your partner—half way through 
Bow to the girl to the right of you 
And resashay, that’s what you do. 


Fast tempo 
Allemande left with your left hand 
A right to your honey go right and left grand 
Every other girl and every other guy 
Promenade home with the Blue Tail Fly 


Chorus 
Jimmy cracked corn and I don’t care 
Jimmy cracked corn and I don’t care 
Swing your little honey when you get there 
My massa’s gone away. 


Figure: twice for heads—twice for sides fast tempo 
First and third bow and swing 
Lead right out to the right of the ring 
Lady ‘round the lady and the gent follow 
Ladies hook in the middle with a right elbow 
Gent around the Gent with the Lady in tow 
Gents hook in the middle with a left elbow 
Pick up the Girl you call your own 
Star promenade till you get back home 
Spread that star across the set 
Gents back out the girls chain left 
Turn her boys, you're not through yet 
Promenade around with a brand new pet 
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Chorus 

(The gent follows his partner through the side couples and around the lady—Ladies 
elbow swing in center and then follow partner through the same couple and around the 
gent. Girls stay at home as gents turn with left elbow once in the center.) 


Break: slow tempo 
Side two couples go right and left through 
Head two couples half square through 
Split the sides and separate 
And everyone swing your date 
Allemande left with your left hand 
A right to your honey go right and left grand 
Every other girl and every other guy 
Promenade home with the Blue Tail fly 


Chorus 


Closer: Slow tempo 
Honor your partner and your corner Miss 
Toss that opposite girl a kiss 
Wave to the girl on the old right wall 
And swing your little honey ‘cause that’s not all 
Allemande with your left hand 
Right to your honey go right and left grand 
Every other girl and every other guy 
Promenade home with the Blue Tail Fly 
Chorus 


The figure is an imaginative variation on a couple of old figures: “lady ‘round the lady 
and gent around the gent,” and “lady round two and the gent fall through.” I really like 
interrupting the figure for the ladies with the elbow turn, which gives the men time to get 
into the lead as they finish their figure 8. I suspect that modern square dancers could do 
this dance with a little set up during the patter section of a tip. 

But it’s time to look at the lyrics. The original was written in dialect of a black slave in 
the 1840’s. Most likely he was the master’s personal slave who served the master by serv- 
ing at table, getting drinks, saddling the horse, and keeping the Blue Tail Fly from biting 
master or horse. On one occasion, though, a fly bit the horse which was in such pain from 
the bite that he threw the master. The master landed badly and died. The coroner’s inquest 
comes to the conclusion that the master was the unfortunate victim of a Blue Tail Fly. 

If you have ever been bitten by a deer fly, a horse fly, or (worse) a Blue Tail Fly, you 
understand the pain inflicted. It was to easy conclude that the whole affair was an ac- 
cident. But, if the slave’s job was to brush away the flies, the question arises of whether 
he allowed (by negligence or on purpose) a fly to bite the horse. The narrative of the song 
is relatively easy to understand. Where people have trouble is fitting the chorus into the 
context of the narrative. Too many critics want to separate the chorus from the story, and 
they come up with interpretations that deal with old English crow scaring songs, or that 
‘cracked’ refers to a white man (a cracker), or that the slave goes back to cracking corn to 
feed the chickens. 

But, the story is told in first person, “I.” The chorus also refers to “I.” Why would “I” 
not care about what? The last line of the chorus is the key to the mystery: “I” doesn’t care 
about something because his master (or massa, as the original text goes) has gone away.

Gone away? Absolutely, and forever; his master has gone to his grave, and the slave 
doesn’t care. The narrator has another reason not to care: he’s drunk. In the first stanza of 
the song we know the slave gave the master the bottle when the master got dry; obviously, 
the slave knows where the liquor is kept. 

Corn liquor would have been the most common liquor available — home stills were not 
illegal then. The slave, either out of grief for the loss of his master (who may have been 
good to him; or the slave does not know what will happen to him when the master’s estate 
is settled), or out of joy at the death of his master (for obvious reasons), has cracked open a 
bottle or jug of corn liquor. “I” knows the whole tale, but I don’t think he tells us all. There 
is something going on that the slave did not tell when he gave his testimony to the coro- 
ner. Perhaps “I” has another reason to get drunk: he is afraid someone will find out that he 
told the truth, but not the whole truth. 

I remember when the Burl Ives’ version of the song came out, and when we sang the 
song in grade school. The grammar and language were cleaned up so that it was not so 
obviously a slave song. I still like the melody, and I can pretty easily ignore the meaning 
behind it, as I did when I was younger. But it is good to know the story behind the song. 
As with most fairy tales or nursery rhymes, there is much more behind the words than we 
are aware of.

I agree with every word of Ed Foote’s article “Demonstrating Calls in Class” published 
in the February 08 issue. I am one of those 60% of people who learn visually, and I have 
long been aware that I can’t learn movement by hearing it described in words. In order 
to learn calls as a beginner, I bought a CD ROM disk and followed the movements of the 
figures, slowing them down and even moving them step-by-step. This was the only way I 
could learn, in conjunction with the regular classes. 

Besides Ed’s idea of having a square of angels walk the call, you could also draw a dia- 
gram of some calls which lend themselves very well to a simple line drawing - zoom, clo- 
verleaf, recycle, scoot back, for example. Maybe chalk should be a staple at classes, along 
with cookies!

The Tri-State Callers Association Winter Ball is an annual dance designed for new danc- 
ers and their new friends in the square dance community. This year, the Sunday afternoon 
dance was held on February 24 at the Mill-A-Round Dance Center in Manchester, NH. 

Total attendance was 219 dancers, the largest Tri-State Winter Ball ever. The dance 
floor holds 20 squares, which meant another 7 squares watched and chatted during the 
tips. Probably about 1/3 or less of the dancers were actually “new” dancers. That means 
the experienced dancers turned out in force to make sure the newcomers had a good time. 
It didn’t matter to anyone that the entire dance program was Mainstream, everyone had a 
terrific time dancing and socializing. 

In addition to the 219 dancers, there were about another 100 people who were there 
to participate in various ways. There were 18 callers and partners, either calling or danc- 
ing; two round dance cuers providing rounds between the square dance tips; a group from 
the Square Dance Foundation of New England who showed people through the library/ 
museum located at the Mill-A-Round Dance Center. Everyone should consider becoming a 
member of the SDFNE! 

A total of 73 Purple Heart Award Certificates were printed and presented at this dance 
which required lots of dancing by the callers who wore purple arm bands to help the danc- 
ers identify them. After the dancer receives a certificate with their name added, they can 
bring it back to each of the 3 callers they danced with to get caller signatures added to the 
certificate. It makes a great collectable item. An appropriate number of TSC 2008 dangles 
have been ordered and will be mailed to the dancers in time for them to be displayed at 
the New England Convention. 

Another popular feature of this dance is an embroidered 
courtesy banner with the Tri-State Callers Association logo 
embroidered on a gold felt backing. The banners are made by 
France Rouff, one for each club that notifies Tri-State they 
will be attending. We know that France handed out 26 em- 
broidered banners at the dance and she ended up with a list of 
eight additional clubs that are owed a banner. Some clubs did 
not tell us they would have dancers attending, but France is 
happy to make the additional banners. 

In total, we had dancers attend from 34 clubs representing all 
six New England states! The winner of the 50/50 drawing was 
from the Heel & Toe SDC, Manchester, NH and he won $137. 

Of course, the center piece of this dance is Tri-State, an 
association of callers dedicated to leading newcomers in the 
activity through the fun and friendship of square dancing. In 
addition, Tri-State is helping the SDFNE through this fund raising effort that will help 
insure the preservation of square dance history. Thank you to the Tri-State callers, the 
SDFNE volunteers, the new dancers, and the experienced dancers who came to meet and 
dance with the newcomers. This was the kind of dancing experience that new dancers 
should have in order to bond them into our activity. 

We hope to see you on February 22, 2009.

Phase 4+1 (Mooch) — Jive — Download from Walmart, artist Joel Fry (modified to remove 
a pause in the music following Part B modified) — Nancy & Amos Mouser. Change left to 
right, American spin, Spanish arms, double rock, chicken walks, link rock, pretzel turn, 
ending is lady swivel 3 and bump. 


Eagles Saturday Night 

Phase 3+1 (Dia Trn) — Waltz — Album CD Desperado — Bob & Mary Townsend-Manning. 
Nice basic waltz has canters, balances, hovers, waltz away, diamond turn, twirl vine, left 
turning box. Ending is canter apart and point. 


Spanish Nights 

Phase 4 — Rumba — CD Connie Francis Gold disc 2 track 21, Spanish Nights and You — 
Annette & Frank Woodruff. Dance starts in skaters, with a forward 2 step, crabwalks, 
fence line, whips, shoulder to shoulder to left hand star, umbrella turn, ending is lunge 
side. Nice music and nicely done. 


Blue Roses 

Phase 4+2 (Double rev / Natural weave) — Waltz — The Summer Of Our Love track 3 from 
The Best of Ballroom Music part 9 — Richard Lamberty/Sandy Teague. Solo right lunge, 
solo canter roll, with transition, closed telemark, weaves, double reverse, drag hesitation, 
promenade sway and oversway, chasses with transition to skaters, open right turn. Strong 
phase 4 routine but beautifully written. 


The following 2 routines were written by Tony Speranzo and Diane Slater. 

Don’t Give Up On Me 

Phase 4 (Whip with a twirl) — cha cha — Home at Last CD track 6 by Billy Ray Cyrus. Rou- 
tine has chase, basics, crabwalks, alemana, hockey stick, lariat,chase with double peek a 
boo, swivels. Ending is chug apart. Fun dance. 


Friday Night Blues 

Phase 4 — cha cha — CD Classics track 6 by John Conlee. New Yorker, crabwalks, fence- 
lines, shoulder to shoulder, hockey stick, umbrella turn, time step, reverse u/a turn, wheel 
and unwind, ending is wrap 2 and point. 


The following 3 routines were written by Mary Trankel & Don Gilder: 

Cool Cat 

Phase 5+0+2 (Boogie Walks, Open Reverse Swivel) — Argentine Tango. Intro has boogie 
walks, Part A has back zig zag 8 to outside swivel, and open rev swivels. Interlude has rev 
fallaway and rock 3’s. Part A modified has slow ochos, ending is Spanish drag and twist. 


Crush 

Phase 5+1+1 (Turkish Towel, Sentada) — Crush, artist Jennifer Page album track 1 — Cha. 
Intro has sentada’s, lady roll. Part a has Turkish towel, shadow New Yorker, shadow 
fencelines, whip and twirl. Part B which is Cha has flirt, and basic with attitude, interlude 
is rumba. Ending is Cha. 
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How Deep Is Your Love 

Phase 6+1 (Unphased Alemana Surprise check) — Rumba — Michael Ball album The 
Moves, track 9. Intro has slow explode apart and wrap, to shadow lunge with arm sweep, 
routine has curl, fan alemana with rope spin, alemana surprise check, 3 alemanas. Ending 
is cuddle wrap and lower. 


Life Could Be A Dream 

Phase 5 — Foxtrot — Sha Boom Life Could Be A Dream track 1 from the soundtrack of 
Mona Lisa Smile. Richard Lamberty / Sandy Teague. Figures in this routine are reverse 
waves, check and weave, open telemark, and all nice flowing foxtrot figures. 


Save the Last Dance For Me 

Phase 5 — Cha Cha - Save the Last Dance for Me Michael Buble’s It’s Time — Richard & 
Frances Matthews. Cucaracha, chases, alemana to ladies tamara, wheel, hockey stick, um- 
brella turn, open hip twist, cuddles. Ending is New Yorker, aide and hold. 


Mucho Corazon 

Phase 3+2 (fan / hockeystick) — Rumba — Mucho Corazon album Romance track 8 by 
Luis Miguel — Ray & Virginia Walz. Nice rumba music to a nice basic routine. Dance has 
crabwalks, New Yorkers, peek a boo chase double, tamara sequence, lariat. Ending is 
lunge right tilt. 


Hope 

Phase 3+1 (Open In & Out runs) — Waltz — International Dance Ballroom Slow Waltz — TJ 
& Bruce Chadd. This is a beautiful waltz. Has locking steps, twinkles, right turns, open 
impetus, forward and back hovers, open in and out runs. Don’t pass this one up. 


You go to My Head 

Phase 5+0+2 (Reverse Hesitation Change, Inside Paddle turn) — Foxtrot & West Coast 
Swing — Michael Bolton from the album Bolton Swings Sinatra - Ken & Sue Davis. 
Wrapped position, rise and lower to unwrap, back passing change, lilt natural weave, dia- 
mond 4 quick, hi line, mini telespin. West coast has sugar push, sugar bump, inside paddle 
turn and v/a turn. Nicely done.

I didn’t get this column written on time. The upside of that is now I can report the suc- 
cess of the Winter Ball that Tri-State Callers Association ran at the end of February. Some 
of you will remember that a few years ago we were lucky if five squares came to it. Then Al 
Rouff pushed us to make it bigger. He volunteered to take on the job of letting people know 
about it. Along with his services we also got a lot of help from his wife, France. 

The first year after he started handling the promotion, we jumped from five squares to 
sixteen. Last year it was twenty and this year we added seven to a total of more than 250 
people. It was a huge, happy crowd that reminded most everyone of the “good old days.” 
That reminder wasn’t based only on the full hall. It was also because the floor was full of 
dancers for both squares and round all afternoon and the spirit was contagious. 

In a time when many clubs are reluctant to sponsor Mainstream dances it’s useful to 
ask whether it was the list of calls that drew the big crowd. And the answer is clear. The 
dance was a “Beginner Party.” The callers drew their choreography from the first 50 calls 
that we teach, what is known as the Basic Program. Our goal all afternoon was to assure 
that everyone on the floor was able to dance what we called easily. 

I know that many of the folks in attendance go regularly to Advanced Program dances. 
They could have danced easily whatever we called from the full Mainstream or Plus Pro- 
grams. Yet they came to this dance, and they stayed. We had a nearly full hall for the last 
tip and the line of dancers coming by to thank the callers went all the way around the room. 

This event brought home to me, again, the reality that what we get from square danc- 
ing is a whole lot more than dancing. Even more important than the dancing, is the socia- 
bility and the participation in something with a bunch of other folks. I think the success of 
this event is due in large part to the realization that there will be a lot of people there. One 
of the pleasures that we could observe was folks greeting each other. It was like a mini- 
convention. Those of us who have been in square dancing for a while were surrounded by 
folks we have known — some of them for decades. 

I say thank you to Al and France for their huge effort and to all who came. It was great 
to spend an afternoon surrounded by friends we have made over many years. It is also 
clear that successful square dance activities nearly always involve some people who are 
willing to work hard. The clubs that are succeeding have a couple or two (or more) who put 
their shoulders to the wheel and keep the wagon moving. We owe them our appreciation — 
and, if you can spare it, some help. 

The next chance for something like that, again, is the New England Convention at the 
end of April. I hope we'll see lots of you there.

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WHEN DOES A BANNER RAID HURT SQUARE DANCING? 


Answer: When a club takes one or more squares to another club and does not get 

a banner. 

Many years ago, when we had vast amounts of clubs and dancers, some clubs made 
a rule that if more than one club brought a square to a dance to retrieve a banner, only 
1 banner would be given and it would be given to the visiting club with the most danc- 
ers present. Today, with the number of dancers greatly reduced, this rule is outdated and 
should be eliminated. 

Obviously, in these lean times of square dancing, club visitations are more vital than 
ever. Go to a club and help its attendance; get a banner, then that club will visit your club 
to retrieve its banner, which in turn helps your attendance. Everyone wins. Some clubs 
find it difficult to get a square of dancers to go on a raid, so it is important that when a 
raid does occur, a banner is retrieved. If a club brings a square to a dance, but does not 
get a banner because another club has more dancers present, this discourages those who 
did not get a banner from doing a banner raid in the future. They are likely to say: “Why 
should we go on another raid and be disappointed again?” 

This was brought home to me recently by the following story. Three clubs raided anoth- 
er club on the same night. One club had 3 squares, another had 2 squares and a third club 
had 5 couples. Only the club with the 3 squares got a banner. How do you think this made 
the other 2 clubs feel? Are they likely to raid that same club again? No, because that club’s 
policy says that only one club will get a banner. So that club could well see fewer raids in 
the future. In addition, it could sour some people from doing any raids unless they know 
that the club being raided will give a banner to all. 

The solution. Clubs that encourage banner raiding should have multiple small travel- 
ing banners so that one can be given to any club which raids with at least one square. This 
is a win situation for everyone, because it encourages club visitation. 

The traveling banner should be much smaller that the club’s home banner. If there is 
a lot of banner raiding going on, a club should be sure to have enough banners available. 
The old idea of no banner being available, so the raiding club will take a shirt or petticoat 
is outdated and shows a lack of preparedness. It also conveys the wrong idea, namely: “If 
a club does not have several traveling banners, maybe that club does not really want other 
clubs to raid them.” 

Fortunately, many areas have adopted this policy of giving a banner to any club that 
brings at least one square, and club visitation seems to flourish in these areas.

Endings and Beginnings 

I know... we should have the beginning before the ending, but endings before begin- 
nings applies to life and to dance. 

For example, in square dancing, which is the dancer more likely to remember, a clever 
get-in or a clever get-out? I believe most dancers pay very little attention to how each 
segment of a tip begins, even in the singing calls. If a caller uses Heads (or Sides) square 
thru four nine times out of ten, the dancers will just do it, because they know that the fun 
really begins when they are facing their corner. 

Many dancers start to figure out what the caller is going to do next. Good callers theme 
their tips: that is they use a particular figure throughout the tip. The caller starts off with 
the most familiar use of the call, then each time after he changes the combination to some- 
thing just a bit different. 

At the end of the last sequence of the tip comes the grand finale — the use of the fea- 
tured call in such a way that the dancers never see the end coming. 

One of the finest examples of this technique I ever saw was by Jerry Jestin. He had 
noticed that the dancers did not do DoPaSo with confidence (Note: almost everywhere I go, 
the callers cue DoPaSo). Jerry caught everyone’s attention by starting his tip with “Bow to 
your partner, bow to your corner. Everyone DoPaSo.” Then he shut up: no hints... no cues. 
The whole floor stood there without an idea of what to do. Jerry had their full attention 
and he was able to review DoPaSo in about 30 seconds. He also got the dancers to chant- 
ing the cues. For the rest of the tip, Jerry used DoPaSo in increasingly strange ways — but 
here is the zinger: Every time he called DoPaSo, the dancers zeroed out at home. The end- 
ing made the tip memorable. 

Contra dances can do the same thing. The set-up and the middle choreography are 
good: they flow smoothly from figure to figure, but it is not spectacular. However the cho- 
reography is just tricky enough that the dancers begin to wonder how they will get to the 
new corner. The tension builds as the music approaches the end of the melody. Everyone 
knows the tune is almost over, they are in the wrong line, and they are facing the wrong 
way. Then in the last four beats of the music the call is “Everyone California Twirl and 
Dosado new corner.” In an instant, everything is resolved and everyone is prepared for a 
new beginning. 

So it can be in life, also. We embark on new activities — a new job, a new hobby, etc. 
This is the set-up. As we continue in that activity, there are some high points: these high 
points often mark the end of one stage in the activity, which then leads to the beginning of 
a new stage. 

On the other hand, the ending of one stage in our development can lead to the begin- 
ning of something completely new. So it is with me at this time. My wife Mary and I 
moved from over-crowded Southern California to very rural Northern California (gold rush 
country of the Sierra Nevada). We have found congenial places to dance, but for me to call 
on a regular basis meant a drive of one and a half to two hours’ drive each way.

We also have a volunteer fire department that needs our skills in organization and 
writing. And just down the mountainside is Malakoff Diggins State Historical Park — it is 
the location of the largest hydraulic mining operation in California. We get to help with 
restoration of buildings and facilities, and we get to act as docents. 

So, though, my calling career is ending, we have made lifetime friends through dance. 
This beginning is made possible only by a great ending. My last square dance was New 
Year’s Eve in Las Vegas and my last contra dance at the Lloyd Shaw Foundation’s Rocky 
Mountain Round-up in Colorado Springs. What a way to go!

Can’t Make You Drink 


I just returned from the annual CALLERLAB Convention, this year held in Los Ange- 
les, California. Although my trip was cut short for work purposes, I wanted to write indi- 
cating the importance of attending such an event. 

The annual convention, like just about every other square dance related event, has 
been dwindling in attendance for years now. Each year, fewer callers attend, although I 
think this year was just about equal to last year’s attendance in Colorado Springs. A to- 
tal of 166 callers attended and with spouses/partners, I believe the total attendees were 
around 250 or so. 

This is a far cry from the “good old days” of the 70’s, and 80’s when attendance would 
be well over that. In some years, there use to be 6, 7, 800 callers let along partners/spouses 
etc. Yes, one could argue that the current attendance is relative to the “sign of the times,” 
but I would have to disagree on that. 

On an international basis, there are still over two thousand callers remaining in the 
activity. This is just a “guess” but there is enough of a cushion of active callers that can 
make up a great deal more than 166. No one will ever know the exact reason (as if there 
is just one) why attendance continues to be so low in proportion to the amount of callers 
out there. 

This is the one time a year that callers can get together with their peers to meet and 
discuss issues pertaining to the activity. It’s not happening like it used to. I feel that de- 
spite the meltdown in numbers within modern western square dancing, we should see 
more than 166 callers worldwide attending the convention. 

There are the usual arguments about travel expenses, time off, money, etc, but 166 is 
way too low. We still have an activity and there are a great deal of callers making money 
from calling out there who can/should make an effort to come to a business meeting, which 
is their profession, whether part-time or not, and be a part of the experience. 

I look at any organization as people look at their country or even President. You don’t 
have to personally agree with everything the organization does or stands for, but that 
doesn’t mean you can’t support it. The activity isn’t what it used to be, the CALLERLAB 
Convention isn’t what it used to be. The Wednesday morning votes are not finalized until all 
members have a chance to vote so perhaps some “teeth” has been taken out of the process. 

Although some tweaking does take place, we no longer have the Battle Royales of 
adding and dropping calls off of the Mainstream and Plus programs. Even the committee 
work isn’t as intense as it use to be. However, it is still the premier association for Profes- 
sional Square Dance Callers in the world and it should be attended better than it is. Some 
will argue there is less of a need for leadership in the activity today since numbers are 
down and there seems as if there is less to do within the business side of calling. Others 
will argue that now is the time for strong leadership. We don’t have many strong leaders 
within the business side of calling as we use to. We live in a world where everyone likes to 
“ride the fence” and should someone speak out for justice (in one form or another), they are 
looked upon as the “bad person.”

I have just come home from the annual CALLERLAB Convention which, this year, 
was held in Los Angeles. This was the 35" and I have attended them all. As I have often 
written about the NE Convention, the most important part of any convention for me is the 
chance to renew acquaintance with our many square dance friends. The CALLERLAB con- 
ventions are a bit different because the friends we meet there come not just from nearby 
but also from many distant parts of the world. 

This year the MC’s for our two evening banquets came one from Japan and the other 
from England. There were ten people from Japan attending this year, eight callers and 
two partners. Several of them had been to the convention before. Square dancing is truly 
an international activity. Our friends from Japan are experimenting with an easier pro- 
gram in an attempt to make square dancing more widely appealing. They have several 
advanced dancing groups and their dancing skill is legendary but they are still trying to 
make the activity more widely available in their country. 

I mentioned a couple of months ago that I would be moderating a session on Winning 
Ways. I did hear from a couple of groups other than Sage Swingers but not many. My 
co-panelist was a new caller who has helped to bring new life to a club in the Colorado 
Rockies. There was another session led by a dancer/organizer from the San Diego area 
whose club has maintained its success for more than a decade and is still dancing 13 to 15 
squares on Monday nights. 

The thing that all these groups have in common is a reduced emphasis on choreogra- 
phy and recognition of the value of sociability. I was pleased to see an increased awareness 
of the importance of sociability by nearly everyone. We are still reluctant to accept the idea 
that simple dance routines are as much fun as challenging ones. But we are understand- 
ing that any dancing is more fun when it is done with friends and most people can handle 
it without breaking down. That’s a big shift from a decade ago. 

We did do some dancing. The overseas callers did one dance. Another was done by duet 
and trio teams. Clark Baker led a session on zesty contra’s and there was a dance with 
traditional contras. Unfortunately, the dancing areas in this hotel suffered from the same 
problems we've seen at the NESRDC. The floors are mostly carpeted. We make do but it is 
still better to dance on wood.

2-1/4 tsp baking powder 

1/2 tsp baking soda 

1/2 C butter, softened 

1 C cranberries, chopped 

1/2 C raisins 

1/2 C milk 

1 tsp vanilla 


In a large bowl, combine flour, sugar, or- 
ange rind, baking powder and baking soda. 
With a pastry blender, cut in butter until 
mixture resembles coarse crumbs. Add 
cranberries and raisins; stir to combine. 
Add milk and vanilla to flour mixture and 
stir. Mixture will be dry. Form dough into 2 
equal balls. Preheat oven to 400°. Sprinkle 
clean work surface with 1 tablespoon of re- 
served flour. Roll 1 of the balls into a 6 inch 
circle, about 1/2 inch thick. Cut circle into 
6 equal wedges and place on a non stick 
baking sheet, leaving about 1 inch between 
each scone. Repeat with the other ball of 
dough, using the other tablespoon of flour 
on work surface. 

Bake until lightly browned, about 15 
minutes. Remove to a wire rack to cool and 
serve with your favorite jam or butter. 





Lemon Bars 


Cookie Base: 

1 C butter, melted 
1/2 C powdered sugar 
2 C flour 


Lemon Filling: 


2 C sugar 

1/4 C flour 

1/2 tsp. baking powder 

4 eggs 

6 tbsp. fresh lemon juice 
1/2 tsp. grated lemon rind 


Preheat oven to 350°. Mix together 
melted butter, powdered sugar and flour 
until well blended. Press mixture into the 
bottom of a 9 x 13 inch baking pan. Bake 
for 20 minutes. Sift together sugar, flour 
and baking powder into a mixing bowl. Add 
eggs, lemon juice and lemon rind. Beat by 
hand or with an electric mixer until well 
blended. Pour mixture over crust and bake 
for 25 minutes. Allow bars to cool, then 
dust with powdered sugar and cut into 
squares. Makes 24 bars.

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History is a subject I didn’t much like when I was in school. I thought it was boring. 

I was much more interested in what was happening today and tomorrow than in what 
might have happened yesterday. I now have reached a point at which there are more yes- 
terdays than tomorrows and my appreciation for yesterday has grown. 

I was also fortunate, in college, to be in a school that was developing a new way of 
teaching history. The workbook that we used as a reference gave us copies of several docu- 
ments written at the time and describing a single event that had taken place in the past. 
The idea was that we should study the different ways that one event was described by the 
several reporters. We than had some intense discussions about what might have actually 
happened. I didn’t realize it at the time but I learned from that to consider several sources 
any time I wanted to understand what was really happening. 

I got over my lack of interest in history enough to write the book about it; the only book 
that has yet been written about the history of modern square dancing. That surprises me 
but I have come to understand that modern square dancers aren’t much interested in his- 
tory; not even the history of an activity they love. There is a small, dedicated band working 
for the Square Dance Foundation of NE and a bunch of people have bought my book. But 
overall, square dancers are much more involved with the here and now. 

That’s unfortunate, I think, because my school experience did eventually make me real- 
ize that the reason for studying history is to learn how to avoid the mistakes of the past. 
Preserving the record of what has been done before, what we were doing when square 
dancing was everywhere, would let us know what worked then even if we don’t think the 
same things would work now. Before we can even study those things somebody has to

Miner’s Dances Danced 


I live in the middle of California Gold Rush 
Country. One of the richest hard-rock mines is 
just a few miles away (The Empire Mine of Grass 
Valley, CA), and I live on the ridge which has the 
world’s largest hydraulic mine, Malakoff Diggin’s 
or North Bloomfield Mining and Gravel Com- 
pany. Hydraulic mining is the process of aiming 
huge hoses against cliffs to break out the gold 
bearing gravel. The main pit at Malakoff Diggin’s 
has man-made cliffs that exceed 600 feet high — 
it is a miniature grand canyon. 





The nearest town to Malakoff Diggin’s is 
North Bloomfield which at one time had over 
3,000 residents. It now hosts 6-12 residents, de- 
pending on the season. There used to be four or 
five saloons/breweries, a couple of brothels, but 
also a Methodist and a Catholic Church. There 
were a couple of well used hotels because North 
Bloomfield was on a major East/West road. Until 
the transcontinental railroad went through in 
the 1860's, the main road over the Sierra Nevada 
went through North Bloomfield. 

One entrepreneur added a large dance hall 
onto his business. The room still has a beautiful 
wooden floor and is about 2500 square feet. The 
building is now used as a park headquarters and 
museum. 

The dance hall was used when traveling musi- 
cians came through and played for all kinds of 
dancing, including square dancing. One of the 
favorite square dances was called “Birdie in the 
Cage.” The title of the dance comes from the 
figure itself, but also contains a reference to the 
‘canary in the mine’...the practice of carrying a small bird in a cage into the mines to check 
on the quality of air. If the canary died, the miners knew they had to leave because there 
was insufficient oxygen or the air was toxic. 

There are several versions on “Birdie in the Cage.” One that I like to use at one night 
stands is quite simple and is easily taught to any group. The dance comes out of the South- 
ern square dance heritage, and therefore is not tied to the phrase of the music, as most 
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quadrilles and contras are. I use the following sequence: Opener, figure for couple 1, break, 
figure for couple 2, break...etc. The breaks are completely free-form. The figure is the ac- 
tive couple leads to the couple to the right and circle once around. The active man breaks 
the hand hold with the inactive lady to pick up the next couple to the right to have three 
couples circling. Then the active man picks up the fourth couple. The active lady then goes 
into the center of the circle while everyone else continues to circle. She is the ‘birdie’ and 
she should spin counter-clockwise (the opposite of the way the others are circling) — it’s 
great if she chirps, flaps her wings, etc. 

Then she steps out of the center to her partner’s place and he goes in. The circle re- 
verses to circle right, while the active man spins clockwise, caws like a crow, and flaps his 
wings. Then everybody swings his/her own partner and promenades home. It is up to the 
caller to come up with patter to go with the calls, such as ‘the bird hops out and the crow 
jumps in, circle right, your gone again, or ‘promenade and home you go like a chicken in a 
breadpan pickin’ out dough.’ (If you don’t know some of that old patter, locate Stew Shack- 
lette’s book Patter Chatter/ Old Time Patter; Kentucky Dance Foundation). 

Use any tune for this dance, but be sure it is lively and at a pretty good tempo (130 
bmp). I like to use a bouncy reel (2/4 music, or boom/chuck style). If you are working with 
kids, they will skip to the music as in the old style of dancing. Older folks will probably 
want to walk or use a shuffle step. 

The second version of “Birdie in the Cage” is also a visiting couple dance with a big 
difference. In the first version, all eight dancers got involved pretty quickly, whereas in 
this one, the active couple leads to the inactive couple to the right and completes the whole 
figure before moving onto the third couple, etc. The breaks can be free form. 

The dance figure: active couple lead to the right and circle four. Put the birdie in the 
cage. The bird hops out and the crow jumps in. Same four circle left, then break it up with 
a docey doe. (This is the old time figure for four dancers: turn partner left, the men pass 
back-to back to turn the opposite by the right, then men pass back-to back again to turn 
partner left into a courtesy turn so the active couple can progress to the next couple.) 

Both of these versions are authentic, old time squares, and both are real crowd pleasers 
even now. Learn the corny patter and enthusiastically call this out to the dancers. You'll 
be a winner.

1. From a Completed Double Pass Thru formation, the call given was All Eight Circulate. 
Question: Does the application comply with the written CALLERLAB Basic Definition? 
The answer is NO, it does not meet the Basic definition; however, it would be proper at 
C-1 and beyond as it complies with the Challenge definition for 16 matrix. The ending 
formation would be Ocean Waves far apart and the right hand rule would apply to this 
application. 


2. From Facing Lines formation, the call given was Coordinate. 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB Plus Definition? 
The answer is NO, this application does not comply with ANY CALLERLAB definition 
and should not be used. 


3. From Three and One Lines formation (the ends facing in and the centers in a right 
hand Mini Wave),and the call given was Coordinate. 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB Plus definition? 
The answer is YES, BUT, only from the 3 and 1 line formation and should NOT be used 
at Plus nor A-1/A-2 without a thorough workshop. It would be proper at C-1. The end- 
ing formation is Facing Diamonds. 


4. The call Crossfire was given from Facing Diamonds. 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB Plus definition? 
The decision is NO, however, it would be proper at A-1 as it complies with “Do your 
part of” type calls. The ending formation is “T” Bone Boxes. 


5. Question: Is it proper to call Spin Chain Thru, Relay The Deucey, Spin Chain The 
Gears and Spin Chain and Exchange The Gears from a Tidal Wave? 
The answer is NO. None of these applications comply with the CALLERLAB written 
definitions. 


6. Question: Is it proper to call Chain Reaction from an “I” formation? 

The answer is NO because this application does not comply with the written CALLER- 
LAB definitions. 

7. The call Transfer The Column was given from a Completed Double Pass Thru formation. 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB A-1 definition? 
The answer is NO, this application does not comply with any written CALLERLAB 
definition.

It 
would be proper at A-2 without a workshop. The ending formation is Mini Waves in a 
Static Square (SS) position. 


9. From a Double Pass Thru (DPT) formation, the call Checkmate The Column was given. 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB A-2 definition? 
The Answer is YES, this application is proper at A-2 as it complies with the definition. 
The ending formation is Lines Facing Out. 


10.From a Completed Double Pass Thru (CDPT) formation the call given was Checkmate 
The Column. 
Questions: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB A-2 definition? 
The answer is: YES, this application is proper at A-2 as it complies with the definition. 
The ending formation is Facing Lines. 


11.The call is All 4 Couples Do Sa Do from a Static Square (SS). 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB A-2 definition? 
The answer is YES, this would be proper at A-2 BUT with caution. Although this com- 
plies with the definition, it is NOT recommended as it DOES NOT DANCE WELL and 
could be dangerous. The ending formation is a Static Square. 


12.The call is All 4 Couples Box The Gnat from a Static Square (SS). 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB A-2 definition? 
The answer is: YES, this application is proper at A-2 HOWEVER callers and dancers 
are cautioned about its usage The dancers must back into their ending position and 
must be careful of the other dancers around them. The ending formation is a SS in the 
Opposite persons position. 


13.From a Thar formation, the call given was All 8 Spin Chain Thru. 
Question: Does this application comply with the written CALLERLAB A-2 definition? 
The Answer is NO. This application does not comply with any CALLERLAB definition. 


Callers may use calls and applications from other programs provided there is a thor- 
ough workshop to introduce them. This applies to experimental calls as well. Good caller 
judgement should be utilized with the introduction of unfamiliar calls or applications! 


The CALLERLAB Board of Governors established the ARC in 1998 to review the 
proper/improper usage of calls on the various programs. If anyone has a question in this 
regard, contact the CALLERLAB Home Office and it will be forwarded to the proper place.

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TWO WINGS OF THE SQUARE DANCE BIRD 


An ancient proverb says: “Two wings of the bird: right heart and right method. A bird 
cannot fly with only one wing.” 

In square dancing virtually everyone has the RIGHT HEART, which means the desire 
to be successful, dance well, and avoid breaking down. Unfortunately, RIGHT METHOD 
leaves much to be desired. 

RIGHT METHOD consists of two parts: (A) knowing call definitions and (B) knowing 
how to dance, which means knowing how to move one’s body through the square. 

Most dancers realize it is important to know call definitions, but for some reason they 
do not think about them. Dancers assume that because they have danced a call several 
times, they will automatically remember the definition, and this is just not true. 

The problem is compounded by callers. Many callers only use a call from one position, 
so dancers get a warped view of the definition. For example, dancers may think the defini- 
tion of Spin the Top is: “Swing half, girls cast 3/4 and the boys move up,” because many 
callers only call it from waves starting with the boys in the center. 

Callers further compound the problem by excessive and incessant directional cuing of 
definitions. Cuing is fine, but some callers do this so much that the dancers say: “I don’t 
have to know definitions, because the caller will always talk me through.” Then dancers 
wonder why they break down. 

Dancers and callers share equal blame here: dancers because they never think about 
definitions, and callers for the reasons named. 

A GENERAL RULE OF THUMB FOR DANCERS IS: “If you cannot verbalize the defi- 
nition of a call, you probably do not know the call.” This results in people being dependent 
on watching other dancers to know what to do and where to go. This will cause dancers to 
break down many squares, but it is never their fault (they claim), because the person they 
were watching made a mistake so they are to blame. This type of convoluted logic is ram- 
pant throughout square dancing. 

On the other hand, dancers can know all the definitions, but if they do not control 
their bodies in the square, breakdowns result. The most important rules here are: (1) take 
hands immediately after each call is completed, and (2) keep sets small. 

These two rules have been heard by everyone, so why do most dancers ignore them? Be- 
cause they do not THINK about them! Dancers hear these rules and say: “That’s nice, I agree,” 
and then totally forget about these rules until they hear them again, whereupon they say: 
“That’s nice, I agree,” etc. If dancers reminded themselves about these two rules every time 
they square up, breakdowns would be greatly reduced. Soon dancers could stop thinking about 
these rules, because they would become automatic. But nothing becomes automatic unless you 
think about it for a while initially, and dancers are not thinking about these two rules. 

Two wings of the bird, and most dancers are flying on one wing. This is why so many 
squares flap around with low success rates and produce a product that is not SQUARE 
DANCING but rather is SQUARE STAGGERING. Dancers who do use both wings find 
that they soar, and the resulting fun and boundless joy they experience is what square 
dancing is truly meant to be.

I just came home from the 50* NESRDC. It was an outstanding convention and it 
seemed that most of the folks there were having a great time. Often at these (and other) 
conventions I come away thinking that the dancing could be a lot better if most callers 
worked a bit harder at their craft. This one was not different for the most part but there 
was one outstanding exception. 

I share the view of many that we have made modern western square dancing too com- 
plicated so I went to the “Take No Prisoners” PLUS session expecting to see the dancers 
struggling with material that was unnecessarily complicated and beyond their ability. I 
was pleasantly surprised as I watched Ted Lizotte do the best job of calling that I have 
seen in at least a couple of decades. 

The choreography was, indeed, beyond the usual ability of most of the dancers there. 
But Ted called with such skill that they were able to succeed and, for the most part, to do 
it with smooth and accurate execution. He chose the material perfectly, called it with near 
flawless timing and was able to offer the extra helping words and fractional second timing 
adjustments that made it possible for the dancers to succeed way beyond what they could 
have done with “ordinary” calling. 

The figures he was calling were very challenging. He did many of the PLUS calls in 
fractions and in unusual directions and combinations that few dancers ever encounter. 
The reason the dancers were able to succeed was that Ted put the calls together so that 
each action flowed smoothly into the next. If the dancers did what felt “right” it probably 
was and that made many successful with material that, in the hands of nearly every other 
caller, would have crashed the floor repeatedly. 

This experience leaves me thinking again about how we got to where we are. Clearly a 
skilled caller working with dancers who are interested in stretching their ability can make 
the experience fun. These were the dancers willing to turn out at 10:00 AM for a program 
labeled “Take No Prisoners.” They were probably more committed than most. As I watched 
more dancing through the rest of the day I saw many callers do a good job. There were 
many experienced callers there. Their job was to call less challenging material to dancers 
who were on the floor to enjoy each other at least as much as the dancing. New England 
callers are, on average, better than most. They mostly kept the dancers happy and having 
a good time. 

Unfortunately, there were also some callers who didn’t do their job as well. I saw call- 
ers reading their calls and many whose timing left an extra beat or two between many of 
the actions. There were times when the caller’s choice of words was not helpful at best and 
often was confusing. 

In the hands of a good caller with committed dancers even the complexity we have built 
into our dancing can be smooth, comfortable and very satisfying. Few of us can even ap- 
proach the skill I saw Ted use but some could work harder to be sure they do the best job 
they can.

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Celebrations 

Americans, as do most people around the world, love celebrations. We put them on our 
calendars for special ceremonies and activities. Many of our celebrations commemorate 
important historical events: Thanksgiving, Independence Day, Memorial Day, Veteran’s 
Day (how many remember when it was called Armistice Day? — I kind of miss that name.). 
And to go with the special day, there are traditional activities. Thanksgiving is usually a 
day for family and feasting — and in most homes, feasting on the foods of early New Eng- 
land. Independence Day we celebrate with parades, barbecues, and fireworks. 

Memorial Day is beginning to slide in its place in celebrations. For some people it is the 
day to put the boat in the water for the summer. But throughout America there are pa- 
rades, and more importantly, services of memory of patriots who gave their lives for their 
country. Veterans Day has another tone to it. Initially it was called Armistice Day: the day 
that ‘the war to end all wars’ — World War I -- was concluded. Personally I like that idea 
of celebrating the end of a war. Unfortunately, WWI did not end all wars, but it was just a 
breather in a longer war that was not truly completed until the fall of the Berlin Wall and 
the break-up of the Soviet Union. The change of name to Veterans Day allows us to honor 
all the veterans from all wars, to pay tribute to their courage and loyalty, and to the sacri- 
fices they made for America. 

There are many other national holidays and celebrations throughout the year, and 
there is dancing at many of these events. But, true to American tradition, there is no 
particular dance for any of those ceremonies. For example, there are many inaugural 
balls held in Washington, D.C. the day the new president is sworn into office. I think I 
can safely say that there is dance music played at all of these balls, though I will not even 
make a guess as to how many people actually dance. I can also safely say that the style of 
music at each of the balls is different: at one there may be swing music, at another classic 
R&B, hip-hop at another, perhaps Salsa somewhere else. 

Why is there no specific dance for American celebrations? 

The answer lies in one of the greatest strengths of America: the diversity of its people. 
As people left their native lands, they did not leave behind their speech, or food, or dances. 
When they arrived in America, often they sought out other communities of similar people. 
In those communities they saw how the people who had been in America longer had begun 
to adapt: their speech pattern changed (and even their language changed); favorite reci- 
pes might be recognizable, but they were not exactly how they were prepared at home; the 
oldsters could not remember or do the traditional dances they did in their youth; and the 
youth brought their own interpretations mixed with American rhythms and styles. 

This is all good, from my point of view. Anything which gets stuck in a rigid mold is 
dead. Healthy life is full of change and innovation. 

It can be a lot of fun to try to reproduce a dance exactly as it was done in England in 
1650. But even in England the dances changed — you will not see modern dancers doing a 
formal ‘lancer’ or minuet at a contemporary dance, even though those dances can be fun to 
dance or watch. Those dances and that music do not speak to America as a community.

There have been great efforts to get square dancing declared the American Folk Dance. 
All praise to those who have put in the time and effort to achieve that — those people have 
given of themselves to accomplish something they believe in. Yet, if we look at the program 
book for any square dance festival, we see many forms of dance: squares (Basic through C-3); 
rounds; contras; etc. Sometimes there will even be a special session on traditional squares. 

Look at the CALLERLAB definition of square dance and you will see many forms of 
dancing fall under it aegis. Square dancing is not monolithic. There are regional differ- 
ences in style (hands up or down in an ocean wave?). Some dancers and callers want only 
old time tunes, others want Country Western, others like a mixture of Dixieland, jazz, 
rock, you name it. But it is all square dancing. Do you think we could ever agree on one 
particular square dance that epitomizes square dancing? Just that we no longer can an- 
ticipate a particular dance pattern or figure for a particular piece of music (as we used to 
be able to do) says no. We could never say this tune and this sequence of calls is the best 
of square dancing. 

It is the same regarding celebrations nationwide. We are not a small, homogeneous 
community: we are a large community made of peoples from infinite backgrounds and tra- 
ditions. Those traditions have changed to become “American.” 

So, now in July, as we celebrate Independence Day, let us celebrate the nation we 
have become.

1 C fresh lemon juice 

1 C granulated sugar 

2 tsp. all-purpose flour 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 

1 C whipping cream, whipped 

1 large watermelon 

1 large honeydew and cantaloupe, 
cut into cubes or balls 

2 pints fresh strawberries, sliced 

2 pints fresh blueberries 

1/2 lb. green or red seedless grapes 


To prepare the fruit salad dressing 
combine the lemon juice, sugar and flour 
in a saucepan over medium heat. Bring 
the mixture to a boil, then reduce the heat 
to simmer. Stir in the blended eggs and 
cook for about 15-minutes, stirring con- 
stantly while the sauce thickens. 

Let the sauce cool a bit, then blend in 
the whipped cream. Cover and refrigerate 
until serving time. 

If the picnic event is in your back yard 
you may opt to carve an elaborate water- 
melon boat to serve your fruit salad. If 
you re taking this recipe on the road, skip 
the melon boat presentation and simply 
start cutting the watermelon into cubes, or 
use a melon ball utensil to create bite-size 
round fruit portions. Either way, remove 
the seeds as you go, placing the fruit in a 
very large plastic container for tossing. 

Prepare the honeydew, cantaloupe an 
strawberries as directed, tossing the fruit 
into the bowl. Top with blueberries and 
seedless grapes that have been rinsed and 
drained. Refrigerate the fruit until serving 
time. 

To serve, breakout the fruit and leave 
the dressing on the side so guests can pre- 
pare their own portions.

Recently I have experienced a sequence of events that are just right, and they deal with 
“timing” -- dance timing, that is. 

Timing in square and contra dance has always been important to me. Dancers have 
more fun and get less tired if the timing of the dance is right. By timing, I mean giving the 
next call at just the right time so the dancers do not have to pause or stop before doing it. 
Also, it is important to make sure the dancers have enough time to complete figures before 
starting the next one. 

I love it when dancers come up when the dance is over (not before) and say that it was 
the smoothest dance they ever attended. They stayed to the end because they were not ex- 
hausted from stop-and-go dancing or running to the next position. By the way, timing has 
almost nothing to do with tempo. The music tempo — the number of beats per minute — can 
be quite fast, but the dancers do not have to rush to complete the figures because the caller 
allowed the correct number of beats of music for each call. 

There are many caller’s schools throughout the country and throughout the year. Most 
of the flyers I get about the caller’s schools talk about choreographic control, square resolu- 
tion, and sight calling. Here is a little secret: these skills can be learned by taking a note 
service or working with checkers or a choreography program on the computer. A caller can 
sit down and do the choreographic homework by studying notes and by learning where a 
figure begins and ends. Get outs, or square resolution, can be done with some memorized 
formulas. Timing must be learned under the tutelage of a masterful teacher who will not 
allow sloppy work. The new caller must diligently study the structure of the music and its 
nuances of rhythm and melody. And a good caller never quits practicing his timng. 

Now here is one of the great surprises I had that deals with timing. I went to the first 
session of a caller’s school run by Nasser Shukayr and Doug Davis. They had given the 
new caller a piece of paper that said the following: Bow to your partner; bow to your cor- 
ner; all join hands and circle left; with your corner, allemande left; right to your partner, 
right and left grand; promenade. That was all. There was no fancy choreography designed 
to fool the dancers or anything of the sort. What was most important in this lesson was 
what Doug and Nasser had the caller doing. At first they ignored the piece of paper and 
made sure the caller knew “Mary had a little lamb.” Then they put on a really solid hoe- 
down — one with a very strong downbeat and well defined phrases -- and they had the 
caller chant the rhyme in time to the music...not just once, but several times, so that the 
caller was confidant that he could recite the poem to the music and be right on beat and 
on phrase. Then they changed the music and repeated the drill. Finally they had the caller 
read the paper until he could do it without stumbling over his tongue. Even when he got 
the words right but he mumbled a little on a word, they made him repeat it. Again the 
music went on — with a catch: the caller had to give the first command so that the dancers 
moved on the first beat of the phrase. 
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Timing! And in a modern square dance caller’s school! When that new caller gets to the 
stage, he is going to be very special because people will be able to dance to his calling. 

Recently I was on staff at the Lloyd Shaw Foundation Rocky Mountain Roundup in Colo- 
rado Springs. The dance camp includes traditional squares, modern squares, English county 
dance, Scottish country dance, contra dance, round dance, and folk dance. All of these dance 
styles have one thing in common: dancing to the music — the beat and the phrase. 

While I was in Colorado Springs, someone came up to me and said she just could not 
finish a project because she could not figure out how to type out Dick Leger’s notes on 
Timing for Square Dance Callers. For those who don’t know who Dick Leger was, here is 
just a little bit about him. He was one of the first members of CALLERLAB and he chaired 
the committee on timing. He and his committee members attended hundreds of dances 
and recorded most of them. Then they listened to the dances over and over again counting 
the number of steps dancers took to comfortably finish each call. Eventually a chart was 
published with recommended number of beats of music to allow for each basic figure. That 
timing chart holds up to this day. When Dick taught callers, he started just as Doug and 
Nasser did, with timing: get the calls out on time and clearly. Polishing Leger’s notes is 
right up my alley. 

I think that timing is one element that is not emphasized enough. While many people 
stick with square dancing in spite of bad timing, they stay because of the social elements. 
But I think we drive many potential dancers out because they are uncomfortable with 
dancing off-beat and off-phrase. People who have an innate sense of rhythm and music go 
to ballroom dancing or contra dancing because the music is the first element of the dance. 

A quick side-bar: a caller who was known to call fast and use clip-timing (not enough 
beats per figure) was to call at a club I taught for. These people danced beautifully and 
knew how to use the music. When the visiting caller started to clip some of the calls, he 
found that the whole floor did exactly as they were supposed to — they danced to the music 
and completed each figure before starting the next. The visitor caught on very quickly and 
adjusted. But most importantly, he changed his philosophy. He now calls very smooth but 
enthusiastic dances. 

The late Walt Cole wrote a regular column for American Square Dance Magazine 
which he called “Timing’s the Thing.” His choreography was written out in the same for- 
mat as Dick Leger’s. Walt was fond of saying: “If a caller calls randomly to the beat and 
phrase, I will dance one tip then go home. If the caller takes the first beat for himself, I 
will stay for most of the dance, and perhaps even come back another evening. If the caller 
gives the first beat to the dancers, I will dance to him every night of the year.” 

My lucky string of events is having been able to learn directly from Walt Cole and Dick 
Leger and Bob Osgood. I have gotten to work with disciples of ‘Pappy Shaw.’ I have danced 
to outstanding callers who know how to use timing to their advantage. I have watched 
Doug and Nasser take new callers and drill them on timing. And I now get to work with 
the written material of the master of timing, Dick Leger. 

Perhaps I should have entitled this column “Putting the Dance Back into Square Dancing.”

At a recent meeting I was asked to report on what CALLERLAB has been doing. I told 
the group about publication of the first part of the revised definitions of the Mainstream 
Program calls. This first part covers about 30 of the 68 calls on the MS Program. The en- 
tire set of definitions can be viewed on (and downloaded from) the CALLERLAB web site, 
www.callerlab.org. 

The revised definitions are being worked out by a committee under the leadership of 
New England’s own Clark Baker. It is a huge project and even to complete this first part 
has taken several years. Now that the first “new” definitions have been published there 
have been many criticisms. That probably happens with anything new but in this case 
many folks find these definitions incredibly complex. In my report I observed that the 
complexity is not the fault of the committee. It has been created over more than 50 years 
of modern western square dancing (MWSD) by us, callers and dancers together. 

We started the process back in the 1940’s when some dancers unwilling to wait their 
turn to be “active” in a visiting couple dance started doing the active part before their 
turn. We’ve been revising square dancing ever since. For a couple of decades we made it 
more “interesting” by inventing new calls. Then in 1975/6 we standardized the call list and 
over the next decade pretty much stopped adding new calls. To keep it “interesting” we 
then started looking for new ways to do the calls we had accepted as the standard list. 

We succeeded in that way more than we could have guessed we would. With the help 
of technically minded callers and dancers all over the world we now do many of our calls 
inside out and backwards, in fractions and with any combination of he’s and she’s. We’re 
bored with just dancing so we've found more ways to do each of the calls than any of us 
would have thought possible back when the first set of definitions was written in the 
early 1980's. 

The new definitions are an attempt to document all the ways we now use calls and the 
rules and conventions that we have built into MWSD that go beyond a simple description 
of the action. This is complicated by the fact that our activity is now enjoyed by dancers all 
over the world many of whom do not speak English. In addition to those who just like to 
move with the music in the company of other people, we now have perhaps a majority of 
dancers who enjoy complexity and look for the challenge of doing calls in different ways. 

If, when you read the definitions you find them a bit confusing, don’t blame the Defini- 
tions Committee. They didn’t create the complexity. All they did was try to write down 
what we have created.

1 C fresh lemon juice 

1 C granulated sugar 

2 tsp. all-purpose flour 

2 large eggs, lightly beaten 

1 C whipping cream, whipped 

1 large watermelon 

1 large honeydew and cantaloupe, 
cut into cubes or balls 

2 pints fresh strawberries, sliced 

2 pints fresh blueberries 

1/2 lb. green or red seedless grapes 


To prepare the fruit salad dressing 
combine the lemon juice, sugar and flour in 
a saucepan over medium heat. Bring the 
mixture to a boil, then reduce the heat to 
simmer. Stir in the blended eggs and cook 
for about 15-minutes, stirring constantly 
while the sauce thickens. 

Let the sauce cool a bit, then blend in 
the whipped cream. Cover and refrigerate 
until serving time. 

If the picnic event is in your back yard 
you may opt to carve an elaborate water- 
melon boat to serve your fruit salad. If 
you re taking this recipe on the road, skip 
the melon boat presentation and simply 
start cutting the watermelon into cubes, or 
use a melon ball utensil to create bite-size 
round fruit portions.

Top with blueberries and 
seedless grapes that have been rinsed 
and drained. Refrigerate the fruit until 
serving time. 

To serve, breakout the fruit and leave 
the dressing on the side so guests can pre- 
pare their own portions.

Here are suggestions made at the New Dancer Retention Panels at the National Con- 
vention in Charlotte, NC. 


1. PAIR AN ANGEL WITH A CLASS MEMBER. 

This should be done at least through the first half of the total number of lessons. For 
example, if a club has 26 lessons, angels should be paired with class members through at 
least the first 13 lessons. 

Doing this has many advantages. It gives the new dancer confidence, because an ex- 
perienced dancer is always present to help. It also makes it easier for the caller to teach, 
because the angel can make sure the new dancer is learning correctly. In addition, this 
will often keep the new dancer from breaking down. 

It was noted that this should include splitting up married couples, giving each person 
an angel. This lets each new dancer concentrate on the material without having to worry 
about the spouse. 


2. CALL CLASS MEMBERS “LEARNERS” OR “STUDENTS”, BUT NEVER 
CALL THEM “BEGINNERS.” 
Once people have had one lesson, they should consider themselves “Square Dancers.” 
The word “Beginners” detracts from this. It has been found that the term “Beginner” does 
not create a good feeling among new dancers. 


3. EVERY CALL SHOULD BE TAUGHT FOR 3 WEEKS. 
This follows the well-known learning principle of repetition, which sometimes callers 
forget in their hurry to get through all the calls on the Mainstream List. 
It was noted that sometimes new callers are teaching the class. If this is the case, then 
club officers should tell them to be sure and teach calls for 3 consecutive weeks, and to 
keep reminding them if they forget.

Recently the Manuscripts and Museum Curators from the University of New Hamp- 
shire Library visited the Square Dance Foundation of New England (SDFNE) Library in 
Manchester, NH. They were very impressed. This is a quote from their letter of thanks: “... 
Your state of the art records and digital project are way ahead of most historical museums 
and professionally staffed institutions.” 

As those who read this column regularly know, the SDFNE has been sharing our collec- 
tion with the UNH Library which already has a large collection of square dance materials. 
Their collection has been mostly of things from the traditional part of square dancing. The 
things we have shared have expanded that collection and have added to it many materials 
from modern square dancing. 

The SDFNE collection is not only huge. It is also beautifully displayed and it was that 
aspect of the collection that most impressed our visitors. The UNH Library cannot devote 
as much space to display of their materials as we do at the SDF NE Library/Museum. This 
is the most extensive collection of historical materials related to our favorite activity any- 
where in the world. 

Anna Dixon and Dick Severance hosted the visitors and gave them a tour of the Li- 
brary. Many times the visitors commented about the accessibility of the things that are 
displayed there. The books and magazines are on open shelves, the clothing displays are 
on mannequins in full view, the records are on open shelves as are the collection of club 
scrap books and symbols. More than 200 pictures of callers from all over the US and of 
Convention committee people are framed and hung in an open gallery. 

No where else does such a collection of this kind of material related to square 
dancing even exist. And no where else could it be available for viewing. It was both 
the quantity and variety of the collection and the openness of the display that so im- 
pressed our visitors. 

It’s good to have knowledgeable visitors now and again to help us appreciate what 
we have. A small group of very hard working volunteers have made all this available. 
We need to thank them and to take advantage of their work by visiting and supporting 
the SDFNE.

4. CLASS MEMBERS SHOULD BE TAUGHT TO DANCE TO THE MUSIC. 

In the rush to teach call names, many callers forget about the music. Sure, the music is 
playing, but often it is treated as simply a requirement that it be present, not as an inte- 
eral part of square dancing. 

New callers in particular often give the new dancers no practice in “feeling the music.” 
Club officers should remind the new teaching caller to sometimes back off teaching a cer- 
tain number of calls and just let the dancers experience moving to the music. 

All class teachers should remember that what attracts people to square dancing is not 
learning new calls but the feeling of moving to music. If the dancers do not get to experi- 
ence this in class, they are much more likely to drop out.

GRAPEVINE TWIST 


This is an add-on square in which one couple leads out and gradually picks up the 
other couples, until the entire set is dancing as a unit. With a lively crowd dancing, this 
square can become like the ice-skating game, “crack the whip.” It should he toned down if 
it becomes too boisterous. 


Directions 

(1) The first boy rakes his partner’s left wrist in his right hand. 

(2) With the boy in the lead and the girl following, they go to the second couple and go 
through them. 

(3) They cut to the left, around the second girl, and back to the center (see the diagram). 

(4) Going straight into the center, the boy then turns to his right with his partner still fol- 
lowing him. He goes through the second couple again and now cuts to the right going 
around the second boy and back to the center. 

(5) The two couples join hands and circle to the left. 

(6) The first boy now lets go of the second girl’s hand, so a line of four is formed, with the 
other three following him. He goes to the third couple and does the entire figure with 
them. He adds them to the line. With six in line, he goes to the fourth couple and does 
the figure with them. All eight then swing partners and promenade. 


Calls 

(1) First gent, take your lady by the wrist, 
(2) Round that lady with a grapevine twist. | 
(3) Back to the center with a whoa-haw-gee, e Gg 
(4) And around the gent from Tennessee. 
(5) Circle up four in the middle of the floor, 
(6) On to the next and dance some more. 


Note - The call repeats each time, except that the next time the 
caller says, “circle up six” and then “circle up eight.”

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New Uses for Old Basics 


There are a couple of old traditional calls that have been around since the Ark came to 
rest on Ararat: Box the Gnat and Swat the Flea. In old Noah’s time those calls were really 
handy because of the way the insects multiplied during the flood. 

Everyone knows Box the Gnat, but square dancers who have joined the activity in the 
last 20 years would not know Swat the Flea because it was dropped from the CALLER- 
LAB list of basics about 1980. Both calls were very popular before we had the explosion 
of the number of calls in the 1950’s through the mid-1970’s. Box the Gnat remains on the 
list, but most callers use it in very limited ways. Also, styling has become a problem. 

I must digress. Curlique is another call that has been dropped. In that figure, a lady 
must be facing a gentleman. The Lady raises her right hand about shoulder high with her 
hand in a loose fist with her palm facing her. The Gentleman places his cupped right hand 
on top of the Lady’s fist forming a ball and socket. Together they raise the right hands to 
make an arch. The Lady does a reverse % turn under the arch while the Gent walks ina 
LA arc. The hand positioning was very important so that no one’s arm got twisted off. At 
the end of the call, the dancers are still holding right hands, but they have moved them 
to a hands-up position in a mini-wave. Curlique has been replaced with Touch a Quarter, 
which accomplishes exactly the same thing, but without having to raise hands over the 
head or having the extra 180° turn for the Lady. 

A large number of callers, when teaching Box the Gnat, thought that the hand hold 
was similar to the one used in Curlique. Then to make matters worse, dancers or callers, 
or a confederacy of both, decided that in Box the Gnat, the Gent and Lady should lock the

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first joint of the fingers. The problem was that with the fingers locked, the hands could not 
slide around each other, and the dancers ended up with the right elbow twisted at a weird 
angle and the right shoulder turned toward the other dancer. Or, the dancers did not move 
their feet far enough to end up squaring off to face the person they did Box the Gnat with. 
All too often the dancers would end up facing the wrong way, and therefore they tried to 
do the next call with the wrong person. 

The easy solution for Box the Gnat is to go back to the original styling, which says 
dancers take a hand-shake hold of the person they are facing, raise the right arms to make 
the arch. As the Ladies go under the arch, the hands slip to come back to a hand-shake. 
Voila! A comfortable hand position and the body is facing the right direction. 

There is an old time gimmick dance that used only Box the Gnat and Swat the Flea 
(and a couple of other basics). Ah, yes. Swat the Flea — it is Box the Gnat with the left 
hand. The gimmick is to have couple #1 & #3 go forward and back. Those four only will 
take the commands until an Allemande Left is called: #1 & #3 Box the Gnat, Swat the 
Flea, look for your corner Allemande Left. Or, #2 & #4 forward and back. Box the Gnat, 
change girls Swat the Flea, change girls Box the Gnat, change hands Swat the Flea...etc. 
The gimmick can also be done from standard lines of four. Remind the dancers that they 
dance with the same four until the Allemande is called. As the dancers begin to catch on, 
pick up the speed of the calls, so there is no thinking time. People will be goofed up all over 
the place, but there will be smiles galore. 

Now, according to the rules, any call that can be called to facing dancers can be called 
when the dancers are in ocean waves (assuming the correct hand is available for the next 
call). That means that Box the Gnat can be called from ocean waves. The right hands are 
already in contact, so they need to be raised just a little bit higher. The trade of Box the 
Gnat means that the out-facing dancers will end facing in, and vice versa. Example, if the 
heads step in to face the corner and step to a wave, the men are on the ends of the waves 
and the ladies are in the center. At the end of Box the Gnat, the ends will be centers and 
centers will be ends. Technically, all that has happened is the ends have traded with the 
centers, but the body flow is very different. If we finish the example by having the Men 
Trade, the dancers have done a Swing Thru. What an amazing difference in feeling be- 
cause of the body flow and the timing. 

Here is another variation on that: Heads Square Thru 4 to an ocean wave; Swing Thru, 
Box the Gnat, Fan the Top, Right and Left Thru, Square Thru Three, corner Allemande 
Left. The ending position is exactly if we had done the standard singing call figure of 
Swing Thru and Spin the Top. This Box the Gnat/Fan the Top combination was very popu- 
lar throughout the 1970's. 

The point of all this is that recently I came across a contra dance by James Hutson (an 
absolutely superb choreographer, caller, and teacher from the Los Angeles area). James 
starts the dance with right hand to the corner to Balance then Box the Gnat, Men Al- 
lemande Left 1-1/2, right hand to partner and Balance and Box the Gnat. The rest of the 
dance is a little too busy to comment on here and now, but it is fun to see an imaginative 
caller using old calls in new ways. The genius of the combination is that timing — dancing 
to the phrase of the music — is maintained, and there is time on each call to make eye con- 
tact with each of the dancers. Also, this combination uses 24 beats of music, whereas the 
simple substitute for it (Swing Thru) takes only 6 beats. The Box the Gnat combination 
makes the dancers slow down and dance, whereas Swing Thru just has the dancers walk- 
ing from one position to another with no consideration that music is playing. That philoso- 
phy of using a limited number of calls in time to the music can keep callers and dancers 
happy for many years.

Last weekend [September 21] the NECCA Clinic took place in Worcester. It drew the 
biggest turnout that we’ve had in several years. The clinician was Bob LaFluer who taught 
us about digital music, a subject in which many callers have a growing interest. That may 
have been one reason for the increased participation but my guess is that there was more 
too it than the subject. 

Another thing that was different about this clinic was that we offered a separate pro- 
gram for partners. Gail Gordon is the wife of caller Don Beck and a professional Clinical 
Psychologist and Life Coach. She presented a life coaching session for partners (and call- 
ers if they wished.) Gail has presented this session at a couple of recent CALLERLAB 
Conventions and those who have attended those sessions recommended her for this one. 

Digital music for callers, as I said, is a subject of growing importance. Many callers 
are using their computers instead of a record player. A lot of Round Dance leaders have 
been using computerized music for years but the trend has grown more slowly among 
callers. It certainly is easier to lug a computer into the dance than a box full of records 
and the amplifier can be smaller than the turntable/amplifiers we’ve been using for de- 
cades. The switch is not one that a caller can make casually, however. First there is the 
problem of converting all the records into digital files. Then you have to choose a program 
for playing them and learn how to control speed (musical pitch and tempo) all over again. 
It’s a technical subject and many of us need the guidance that this year’s clinic was de- 
signed to provide. 

The other part of the program was a new idea. This is the first time we have offered 
a separate program intended for partners. There were about ten of us in Gail’s session — 
yes, I was one of them since callers were not excluded. She made us think about things to 
which most of us seldom pay attention. She asked us to think about our life, where it was 
headed, how happy we were with it and whether we thought we could make changes if 
we wanted to. It was a shock for me to realize how rarely I do think about these things. It 
turns out that thinking about them can lead to real insights that have escaped our atten- 
tion. It was a fascinating session. 

Most of all, it was a real pleasure to get together with a group of other people who 
share my intense interest in and appreciation for square dancing. There were some call- 
ers there I haven’t met before. Square dancing for me is always about the people and this 
meeting just reinforced that realization for me once again.

Interesting Stuff 


I read with interest a few articles people had written on the activity recently in differ- 
ent magazines. Right here, in the Northeast Dancer Magazine in the September issue, I 
read with interest Paul Moore’s article on timing and callers schools. 

Paul discusses that at one particular school; they spent time on timing and actually 
instructed the students on proper timing as well as discussing music and rhythm. Most, 
if not all schools that I know of, especially the ones that have Callerlab Accredited Caller 
Coaches on staff do teach timing along with understanding music and rhythm. This is 
nothing new and has been in existence for as long as schools have been around. There 
have been some schools, rare as it is, that will specialize in choreography but these schools 
usually advertise in this way. 

I completely disagree with Paul’s comments regarding how to learn choreographic 
control, square resolution and sight calling. Paul says in his article “Here is a little secret: 
these skills can be learned by taking a note service or working with checkers or a choreog- 
raphy program on the computer. A caller can sit down and do the choreographic homework 
by studying notes and by learning where a figure begins and ends. Get outs, or square 
resolution, can be done with some memorized formulas.” Nothing could be further from the 
truth. Yes, choreography can be written from a computer program and by moving check- 
ers, but I have yet to see callers actually learn sight calling by such methods. If that were 
the case, there would be no need for schools. One could argue timing could be learned the 
same way, and we know that isn’t the case. 

The best way to learn any of these skills, whether it is music, timing, choreographic 
flow, sight calling, is by actually being on the microphone and calling to live dancers. A 
callers needs to “see” what is actually happening in front of him/her, moving checkers isn’t 
going to produce the same results because we all know human beings can and will make 
dancing mistakes. Checkers can also “make mistakes” but in this case, the caller would be 
in error because they would be in charge of “moving the checkers.” 

Bottom line, what he described happening at that particular school is nothing new and 
music, rhythm and timing should be taught at every school. All accredited instructors 
should teach this at their schools. 

Another interesting article I read was written by a caller from Kannapolis, North Caro- 
lina, Paul Walker. Paul writes an article entitled Change-A New Beginning in the October 
issue of American Square Dance Magazine. 

Paul writes a very good article regarding a familiar subject, change to the activity 
through combing some of the dance programs. His arguments are similar to what we have 
all discussed, the time to learn the Mainstream program takes too long, too many calls etc. 
He discusses that even if some of the programs were combined, you would never get all 
callers to agree etc. 

Paul makes some excellent points; his theme is “Progress is impossible without 
change.” One of the major stumbling blocks to change, as in combining the programs is 
that our leaders are not sure if this is the way to go. Would combining the Mainstream

OOOOOH IT’S SO GOOD! 


During World War II, some ingredients 
that we take for granted, like butter, milk 
and eggs were expensive and scarce. Not to 
be deterred in cake making, the women of 
the era came up with a way to make a re- 
ally good cake without those ingredients. 


This cake has no butter, eggs or milk 


and is a dark, heavy cake with a rich flavor. 


The neat thing is you can mix it in one pan! 


WAR CAKE 
2 C brown sugar, packed 
2 C water, hot 
2 tsp. shortening 
1/2 C raisins 
1 tsp. salt 
1 tsp. cinnamon 
1 tsp. cloves 
1 tsp. baking soda dissolved/hot water 
3 C flour 


Place the brown sugar, water, raisins, 
salt, cinnamon and cloves in a large sauce- 
pan and bring to a boil. Boil for 5 more 





minutes. Remove from heat and set aside 
to cool. When the mixture is COLD. (MUST 
BE COLD!), preheat oven to 350° F. Spray 
a tube pan with No Fat cooking spray. Add 
the baking soda (dissolved in a few tea- 
spoons of hot water) and flour to the cooled 
off mixture. Mix well. Pour into the sprayed 
tube pan. Bake for 50 to 60 minutes, or 
until tested done. Invert on cooling rack. 
Serving Size 16. 


PEACH PIE 


Prepare pastry for a 9 inch double crust 
pie. Combine 3/4 to 1 cup sugar, 3 table- 
spoons all-purpose flour, 1/4 tsp. cinnamon 
and a dash of salt. Add to 5 cups peeled 
fresh peaches; mix. Line 9 inch pie plate 
with pastry; fill with peach mixture. 

Dot with 2 tablespoons butter and a 
dash more cinnamon. Adjust top crust, seal 
and crimp edges.

AN EASY CALL THAT PEOPLE CAN’T DANCE 
RECYCLE - From 1/2 Sashayed Waves 


A 1/2 sashayed wave is defined as one which has the girls as the ends and the boys as the 
centers. (A “standard wave” has the boys as the ends and the girls as the centers.) 

Is a 1/2 sashayed wave considered “difficult” or “DBD”? A few dancers would say “yes”, be- 
cause everything is difficult for them. But overall, 1/2 sashayed waves are used all the time 
with no problem. Examples are the calls Swing Thru, Spin the Top and All 8 Circulate. 

So why does Recycle from 1/2 sashayed waves become a problem? Two reasons: First, 
most dancers do the call wrong, because they use hands. Thus, from a standard wave, 
the boy will drag the girl to the ending position. So the dancers think of Recycle as a sex 
call - ie: The boys do this and the girls do that. 

But Recycle is not defined as using hands - it is a NO HANDS call, even though many 
dancers do not dance it this way. Recycle is NOT a sex call, it is a position call - the cen- 
ters Fold and follow the ends. Dancers who dance it this way have no problem, no matter 
where the sexes are. But if dancers think of it as a sex call, then when the sexes are re- 
versed, everyone gets confused. 

The second reason for the problem is callers. Many do not teach the call correctly - they 
tell the dancers to use hands. So these callers are setting up the dancers for failure down the 
road. In addition, callers do not use Recycle from waves with boys in the middle. Oh, they 
may try it a couple times, but as soon as it breaks down they give up and don’t call it again. 

Solution. It all rests with the callers. They must teach the call correctly and then USE 
IT regularly..If callers would treat this use of Recycle the same as they do Swing Thru and 
Spin the Top - ie: Using it no matter how the sexes are arranged, and if they would use it 
regularly throughout a dance, no one would have a problem. 

Dancers: If your callers are not calling Recycle from waves with boys in the center, re- 
quest that they do so. You will be a better dancer as a result.

I heard recently of an idea that seems like a good one for clubs that have a high propor- 
tion of “senior” members. Often, here in snow country, the membership of square dance 
clubs seems to shrink in winter. We all know why. The appeal of climate where snow is 
unknown is more than many of our dancers can resist. That’s particularly true when those 
snow-free regions also offer a very good program of square dancing — often with many of 
the same folks they danced with during the best of New England weather in spring, sum- 
mer and fall. 

The idea I heard is that a club could shut down during the winter months when a 
substantial share of the membership has departed for more temperate conditions. That 
is giving some preference to the elders but it is also practical. For most clubs paying the 
bills is an important part of club management. If the budget is based on a five set average 
attendance, the departure of two of those sets for the sunny South can really upset the 
club finances. 

It is discriminating against the hardy that stay and brave the conditions but it also 
reduces another of the significant problems of club management, deciding when to cancel. 
When we ran our own groups and stubbornly kept them running all winter, the most fraz- 
zling problem we faced was deciding whether to believe the weather person. We watched 
three TV stations and still, when 3:00 PM arrived and the decision was necessary now, we 
often couldn’t make up our mind. 

As we aged a bit ourselves we could comfortably agree that we could have gotten to the 
dance but it wouldn’t be fair to our customers to encourage them to come out in miserable 
weather. Sometimes, when it looked disastrous at 3:00 it would be clear and dry by 7:00. 
Other times the weather people just missed it and clear weather at 3:00 turned downright 
dangerous by 7:00. 

Certainly, saving the people who run the club from that problem is an important ben- 
efit of shutting down in December and January. Another benefit is that the holiday season 
tends to be very busy and, unless the club runs special holiday dances, that can also cut 
into attendance. It may not be a good idea for every club, but it’s worth thinking about. 

As you go through this holiday season, give some thought to how many snow birds have 
departed and what that means to the club management.

3 Tbsp olive oil 

1 tsp dried thyme leaves, crumbled 

1 tsp dried oregano leaves, crumbled

Pour the mixture in a greased 10 inch 
pan. Place in a cold oven, and turn the tem- 
perature to 325°. Bake the cake for 1 hour 
and 10 minutes. Cool on cake racks and 
chill before serving. This rich buttery cake 
freezes well. 
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Combine the olive oil, thyme, oregano, 
caraway seeds, salt, onion and garlicina 
small bowl and mix well. Rub the mixture 
over all surfaces of the pork. Refrigerate, 
tightly covered, for 6 to 8 hours or longer. 
Place the pork in a roasting pan. Roast, 
uncovered, at 350° for 1 hour or to 155° on 
a meat thermometer. Remove the pork to a 
platter. Cover loosely with foil. 

Deglaze the roasting pan with broth, 
bourbon, and 3/4 cup water, scraping the 
bottom and sides of the pan well. Bring to 
a boil. Dissolve the cornstarch in the cold 
water. Stir into the roasting pan. Cook 
over low heat for 2 to 3 minutes, stirring 
constantly. Cut the pork into slices and 
place on plates. Top with a small amount of 
the gravy. Sprinkle with the green onions. 
Serve the remaining gravy at the table. 


Chocolate Chip Cookie Pie 


2 large eggs, at room temperature 

1 C granulated sugar 

1/2 C all purpose flour 

1/2 C unsalted butter, melted & cooled 
1 C chocolate chips 

1 C chopped pecans, lightly toasted 

2 tsp. pure vanilla extract 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Beat the 
eggs until light and lemon colored... this 
will take at least 5 minutes. Gradually 
beat in the sugar. Reduce speed to low and 
add the flour and butter. Stir in remaining 
ingredients. 

Turn into unbaked pie shell. Bake on 
lower rack for 40 minutes. This is really 
wonderful served when it is still warm!
